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Willium Black at Home.

If Mr. William Black were an Irish- 
luan, I should feel inciiued 10 pay trib- 
ute to his uatiouality by sayiug that 
be is most at home when ho is out; 
which is an easy way of saying it, all 
the same. It is difficult to tail whej^e 
he is at home— on the dieci:'of Ta yaent 
in the norLlicrn seas, tramping the 
oUSh at IJriglitoii, studying character 
in the Uuited States and astronoaiy in 
Egypt, brooding over a favorito land- 
scape in an artist's studio, talking poli- 
tics at the Reform Club, or doing the 
honors of Paaton Hous& I have seen 
him under most of these couditiona, 
and Lave always found him the same 
'pleasant, sympathetic companion, the 

>^ same thoughtful, unostentatious, quick- 
witted gentleman. Tightly-built, lithe 
of limb, tiU'Oiig in the arm, capable of 
great phvfical endurance, the novelist 
is nevertheless below the medium 
height. Short, black hair, a thick 
brown mustache, a dark hazel eye, a 
liriu mouth, a square forehead, Elack 
gives you the idea of compact strength 
— a small parcel, so to speak, well 
packed. You might sooner take him 
for an artillery officer who had seen 
sin-vicp, a yachtsman, or ajman who 
spent most of his life in outdoor sports 
and pasiimeH, than set him down as an 
author, uud particularly as a novelist. 
^1 ,£|ack. might pass for a member of 

"aiiy profession except the clerical, or 
for an ordinary gentleman of the time 
until you came to know him well 
enough to talk to him familiarly, and 
then you would tind, as you always do 
in men who have made a mark on the 
ourront history of the times, in what- 
ever direction, someihing extraordin- 
ary in iiirf t-nlk aiiJ uIh appearance. 
You would tirwt be iuijireHaed with the 
bead-like Ijri^hiiics.s of bin eye and its 
steiidfaaLiK'.s.s; aiui then you would pro- 
bably be struck with the fact, if you 
were traveling with him, that every 
bit of natural phenomena going on 
around him is an object of coiibtaut in- 
terest to him; thai he knowH the names 
of the bird.s you .see and their habits; 
if you are at a .seaport, that he known 
every clu.ss of craft and the name of 
every rope in its rigging; if you are 
talking of art, or literature, or politics, 
tnat he has strong, well- formed opin- 
ions, and that he is perfectly frauk in 
expressing thorn; and, moreovier, , that 
if you do not want to talk, he can be 
as silent as an oyster. 

It is iu these niotnenta of cjuiet that 
Black is busiest. His muse in rellectivo. 
He indulges iu long periods of incuba- 
tion. At these times, the novelist is 

• possesaoJ not by one spirit, hut by 
many, by Npirits both good and evil; 
and not only by spirits, but by plots, 
and not only by plots, but by words 
and sentences. 

"My mwubod of work," be says, in 
auswer to my imjuiries, "ia I think, a 
pernicious one, aud 1 shouhl be t-orry 
to have it raenliouiiJ if it were to lead 
any young uspirautu for literary fame 
to adopt it. Every man has his own 
way of working, and mine, I repeat, ia 
most objectionable, and a way I warn 
any young man to avoid. From now 
until October in every yetyr 1 write 
Vothibg, ha'rdly put pen to' paper ex- 
cept in the way of a private letter or 
to make an occasional note. But I am 
ut work oil my next novel. 1 jiut it 
into coinplute Hlia|}(), even to the very 
construction of somo of my sentences. 
1 often keep these in my mind for two 
and thbee hioAths. I' am thus always 
ahead of my writing to the last. Of 
course, the method has this advantage: 
You can "work in" any ir.'/idi.'iits or 
circuiiiHtances occurring iu the interval 
that may suit you, and you got famil- 
iar with your charaotersj they become, 



as it were, part of your family, part of 
your daily life, which to me seoina the 
awful part of the business; working in 
this wa}' you have your story contin- 
ually on your mental shoulders, as 
Sinbad's Old Man of the Sea." 

We are at the novelist's chambers 
overlooking the Thames Euibankment. 
It is April. The afternoon is warm, 
tbfl'atiupspherfl'gray. Sitting with his 
back'td the window, my host turns 
now and then as if to let his thoughts 
wander down the river with the vessels 
that pass to and fro — now a lumboring 
barge, now a penny stoamer, now a tug 
towing along a sort of atjual ic proces- 
sion.^ • 

"Do you make a summary or pm-is 
of your story before you begin to 
write?" 

".Not on paper." 

"Do you make notes of scenery, 
localities, atmospheric etl'ccls T 
"■\ ".Tesiioften very elaborate and caro- 
fill notes, and especially in regard to 
atmospheric surroundings. If one does 
not correctly and completely frame a 
character or an incideiit, with all the 
circumstances of tho time and \>\a.ce, 
one gels only a blurred page. I'or Ex- 
ample, one may i»ay, 'it was a beautiful 
day.' But what kind of a beautiful 
day ! It must be desoribei so that the 
picture shall be truthful and finished. 
Eevry human being in real life has a 
background, and must have it in a 
novel if tho story ia to apiiear roiil to 
th« reader," 

Down ^below the windows there 
atands, crumbling in .deGay„.a%, object 
that needs no artifice to liain't it in 
sombre tones and shadow. It is the 
water-gate of York House, half buried 
beneath the debris of ages. 

"This place in which we are met 
was York House," says Black as he 
follows my glance.at the eloqueul relic 
of the past. "Peter the Great lived 
here, an you know, and in the ne.xt 
room Dickent's Steerforlh received 
David Oo])pertield." 

The entrance to these chambers ia 
at the bottom of Buckingham street, 
fwhiqh is ^shut iu from the ^'ombankT 
raent^by the low-lying arch of tne' an- 
cient water-gats. You climb a series of 
old oak stairi, every foot-fall accom- 
panied by its own echo, and on the up- 
permo.1t landing you meet your host, 
if your mount upward sliould by ap- 
pointment lead to Black's ho.spiiable 
door. Here you find him, perhaps hav- 
ing luncheon with his wife after a jour- 
ney to Brighton; perhaps entertaining 
en garcon a few artist friends. On his 
walls you will notice a few good pic 
lures, in his bookca: e a ftnv fiuniliar 
books. As to thu funiiturn, Si)artau 
simplicity ia the ordor of the day; but 
the first thing that will attract yon is 
the splendid view of the Thames and 
the Embnnkraeut gardens seen from 
the old York House windows. 

Another matter which i.^ worth 
mentioning is in renpeclof readers who 
object to stories ending tragically. 

"You once wrote a letter to the 
Daily News on that subject V 

"Yes, signed 'J. Smith.' The point 
of it was that after some years of 
what \may bo called quiet douiestic 
stories, outside the Hbadows of trageily 
altogether, I published a novel which 
endfld with a oatastrophe. . No sooner 
was|it published than I received a num- 
ber of remonstrances written in the 
most earnest* spirit, and protesting 
against what I had done. I had been 
looking at my work ifs a jiieci? of litera- 
ture. Some of my coi respondents seem- 
ed to take it as a cruel and gratuitous 
stirring up of their own domestic cal- 
amities. 'Was there not enough sor- 
row in the world V they asked. It is 
some two years ago since I wrote that 
letter to the Daily News, and, sirange 
to Hay the argumei.it, \a there not sor- 
row enough it the world 1' has cropped 
np again under very sorrowful circum- 
stances. A shortu time after the terrible 
news of the shooting of President Qar- 
tield reached this country, a proniiuent 
American gentleman, iMr. Ciunogio, 
called U])on nie, and among other tliing.s 
he said: 'JusL before 1 left lionie 1 
saw President Gurlield, informing him 
that I was coming to England, he said, 
'you will see Black; tell him he ought 
tiot to have made Macleod of Dare end 
tragically —life itself is full enough of 
trugndy.' This could only have been a 
few weeks before lur was shot. Jt^niadt! 

ainful impression on my mind, 
thoiij^'h of coutsc fi'oui an tcvl Htand- 
point tho logic of the argument is in 
favor of fiction not dealing only with 
the BoiQ- Matilda aide of life, and in- 
deed the highest literature that has 
impressed tlio world is a standing 
judgement tho other way. After writing 
novels ten or a dozen yeaas, you have 
arrived at a time when you know 
hat yi»a can do best, and you do it."

,v-aayBi It appears to lau shameful that any 
.'^'inanfeven though he be not u student of 
science, iihd therefore fully aware of the 
miHL'liit'f 111! i3 doing, slioiild aproud abroad 
predictioiifi of comiuf,' dianater, of a sort 
thill foolish tolks :iru likely to be disturb- 
ed and leniliiid. Mr. Wigfjina, a half 
educated and wholly unaciuntitic employe 
of the nu!lL'oi'lo£;iual otiioo in Ottawa, has 
loQ)! onde:wurod lo acquire a cheap repu- 
tation by w.iathor predictions ot that kind 
which of itself iiflsurnH the student of 
science that tho weiUlior prophet is either 
ignorant or exceedingly knavish." Mr. 
Procter then f;ooa on to show that certain 
•well known astrouoniical facta have prob- 
ably induced Mr. Wiggins to make hia 
late prediotien — one being a alight ten- 
dency of earthquakes to increase during 
the months of Auf^iiat mid September, and 
anotlier that eailh throes are more apt to 
occur when tho luooii is at or near hor 
point i;f iieari;Ht approach to the earth, 
and in ui- near tho lino ooniiectiiio the 
earth and sun, than at other times. The 
moon will be in auvh a position during 
ihe Inttsr part of the present month; but 
Hucli coiiiilt ioiiu, Ml'. Pi'oct'ir observes, 
rei;ur year afler year, and resulting earth- 
(liiakiis iivo no more liable to occur this 
year than in any September in the oomiDg 
eeiiiury. Ou the contrary, he argues 
that there has already been one great 
earthqaake,aQd it is ezoeediagly probable 
that the imprisoned forces beneath tho 
AuKirifaii oontiiient have for a while 
I'ound r( net, and ihatiiogroat earthquake 
will occur ill the same region 
for many yeara and poaaibly oeaturies. 
After noting several instances of the fail- 
ure of former predictinns by Wiggins, the 
writer oontiaues: "Mr. Wiggins claims 
to have predicted the earthquake of 
.•VugList ;;ist, but truly ha has ao con- 
tinuously iluiMteiied atorma and earth- 
ipiiikeM that no >/reat diaturbaiicu of ei:her 
sort could at jor clear of his pradistiona. 
JJb loudly proclaims that on tho 29th 
inst. tliero will be another great earth- 
quake, one of the most terrific aubter- 
rauoan uj)huavi»la ever known on this con- 
tinent, lie knows t'lat aucti prediction 
will attract attoulioii for a while to hia 
name, that if no diatiirbaiice should take 
place on the "JDth or near onuujjh to that 
date to seem like u fullillment of hia pre- 
diction, pudi.le will Boon forget tho failure 
of hia prophecy, and be aa ready aa ever 
to lisiten to liim again. It may, however, 
perhaps bo asked whether there ia not 
Bonio reason for regarding the 2ych of 
September aa a day of danger, Prof. 
WiggiuB, it may be suggested, must at 
least imagine a reason for his predictions, 
as the l*iooa, the Vcnnera, the Orimmera, 
and othern of the miHchievoua tribe liave 
imayiiiod for yeara pant." A dispatch 
from Ottawa, l.)nt., states that Prof. Wig- 
gins ia now claiming that tie haa been 
misreproaentod by the American press. 
He denies that he ever related to cor- 
respendenta a chapter of horrors which 
haa been r'iven aa incidental to the fulfill- 
naont of liij predictiona for tho 29th inat. 
''I aiiii|)ly 8ta:ed," the profeaaor aaid to 
a reporter yesterday, "that the earth- 
quake forces would be to the south of the 
30th parallel of latitude. I never ven- 
tured any prAdiotions regarding the de- 
structive nature of a storm on that 
parallel at all." .\ dispatch from Atlanta 
aays that eitizeii.i there claim to have 
seen tor the past three nights bloody lines 
on the face of the moon, and that the 
matter haa become the subject of general 
comment. The negroes, the dispatch 
Bays, accept it aa fulfillment of the 
prophorjy that thora shall be sigiii in the 
heavens b^f )re tho end ot the world, 
which event they cliim now will take 
place on tho '_'!)t.h in&t.

At last 
Mirale, fancying that X'crdi had not writ- 
tenit, pressed him, and Verdi always said:

abiivr UK ni .oned and the opera were soon 
I be properly of the whole opera. In Paris 
a laortt amusing quarrel began between 
two papers — one, La France Musicale, 
which praised every note of Vordi to the 
aky, unroaervodly, with open partiality, so

ette Muaicalo, which nearly with equal 
violence and injustice attacked him, so 
much so that thoy said there was not a 
melody, nut a mnii-fiDi d'ememble in 
"Rigoletto," wliiuh iiovortheloss contain- 
ed one of the nin»t pi piilar airs the world 
lias known and tlu iiu st admirable quar- 
tet . Tiu! htiir iflii /c(r/'/';/'ii'< was that 
both jiiiijora weie (jwiiod by puhliohers — 
the l''r.mci! by the publiiihor of Verdi's 
workfi, the (i.r.:' t' e by the publisher of 
Aleyorboor'e workn. Thuir fighting only 
advertised the opera immensely, 
nnd thereby inoroaaed its fame. 
Not two yi.'.':r;i lift r this eventful perform- 
ance Vordi pi-i'dii -.0 i (in tiie tii.St week of 
the year IK.oii), "II Trov.itore." To say 
that "11 Trovatoro" con([uered the world 
is not saying too much. Let those who 
))retend that the first necessity for a auc- 
ceaaful opera is a good libretto read tho 
idiotic oxpo e of this "Trovatoro," tho 
lirst idea of which conioa from an oxtronio- 
ly iut 01 c^jtiii;,' .\'p;uiidi rikijt.ch of the same 
name, by a (gifted youth only 17 years old. 
Antonio Garcia Guttiorez ia the author of 
& book BO excellent that one can barely 
imagine how it was possible for Piavo to 
convoit it into such rubbish, which could 
inspire Vordi with that treasure of spark 
ling, molodios with which ho enriched hia 
"sbore.

To THE Editou: — In laat Friday's issue 
you attempt to show that my (igurea are 
not correct, and you honor me with tho 
title of "Lightning Calculator." Kather 
» good pun, I consider, because 1 have 
taken up the subject of electrio lightning, 
and the rapidity with .which it gets away 
with the people's money makes the title 
very aproim :nde(^,'^although';'jt is ^0,1 
the most palatable Bubjedtvlm 
at present. 

'i'ho dilUcully a ratepayer has to con- 
tend with un this subject is getting at the 
proper figures, which belong to tho public 
property— but you promise that figures 
will be forthcoming, and we hope that tho 
truth, and nothing but tho truth, will bo 
made known. Then wo will see whose 
figures are noaroat tho point at issue. I 
cannot see, Mr. Editor, how you are so 
unreason.able in your calculations, and to 
retaliate I must give yoa the title of the 
"slothful calculator." You still ha-ic your 
calculations on tho use of alack con!, not- 
withstanding the fact that it caiioot be 
uaed with the dreaent engine, and, if so, 
in very small quantitiea. You are very 
good at engineering figures, hut to get 
down to steaming an engine you are n; t 
there. Take the words of tho fireman in 
his evidence in using the best coal — "It 
was the greatest difficulty to keep up 
eteam;" and now it saema certain lamps 
can only be lighted. One part of t lie city 
is lighted during certain hours of the 
nigiit, while the (dher part is in darkiieas. 
In f.icl, I heard a lady remark that she 
intended to havo a party thi« week, but 
the evening! are getting dark and tho 
moon could not be depended upon, and 
she would have t j make ompiiiies wiiat 
evening her part of the ciiy would be 
lighted, so that her guests would bo able 
to make their way — (pleasant duties are 
thus added to the electric light com- 
mittee — Mr, Uuinber will be able ti do 
his part, no doubt.) 

To return to your calculation of alack 
coal, auppoaing wo were to aepiiiiui tliivt 
Hluck coal calculation and point out i liu 
actual cost, which would bef.irabove 
your figures, then wo would be auro to 
find you figuring on coke, aa your laat 
resort, and basing your calculutiona 
thereon. It is a maxim with engincera 
that the best material for fuul ia the 
cheapest; and thia is the niacin) the 
electric comniitteo should adopt, nctwith- 
staudiny; low tigurea are wanted just now 
for favorable calculations. How willingly 
you accept my figurea on the cost of labor 
and interest, knowing well aa you do 
that my figures are far too low, e^pooially 
as to the cost ot the works; and then 
you ntatfl the repairs are too high at 
?;2,500. Thia ia now too low by the luteal 
development in the dynamo departniant, 
HS WO learn that the management main- 
tain that it will take about SIOOO to jiut 
them in shape to do tho work they were 
intended to do. Tho calculations are 
very easy, Mr. Editor; you have got to 
reckon by the thousand when ycju under- 
take to run an electric light, but an out- 
sider hua got |to ^get his information 
piecemeal, aa there ia a great diffidence 
on the part of those who know the cost 
or probable cost, and many are like you, 
Mr. Editor— slow to calculate, and think 
matters are bad enough at proaent with- 
out looking into the future. You proniiae 
UB a full statement from Ihe inveslis^ation 
committee. I hope it will bo a full ouo, 
and nothing will be kept back, ao that wo 
will be able to know how thia incubua 
stands in account with the city. Wo shall 
wait with all patience and humility.

The"ChimeB of Normandy" 
was given by the .-Vmateur Dramatic So- 
ciety for the B. C. Benevolent Society, 
and as a reault turned over to its secretary 
§2150. This society repeated the opera 
for Vancouver aulFcrera, and handed over 
$123, as ^ca.1 culviirtiaed by Mayor Fell, 
The Musical Society gave a concert for 
tho benefit of a family in diatresa, and 
netted over all expenses 8381.15. 
The same society gave tho "Rose Maiden" 
for tho lloyal Hospital. Total receipts 
wore $135; expeiiaea iS22-i 90; not amount 
handed secretary lloyal Hospital §210. 10. 
As "You Know" makea the assertion that 
thia amount was paid by private ex- 
chequer, I will inform him that it is 
false. Now, fiir, it is h.irdly fair to ex- 
pect that those who devote tluir time 
and often neglect their business should 
also pay tlie expenses incurred in giving 
those be iiefita . It ia true that expenaea 
have been largo; but aa the D. and (). 
Society have now more nta;,i' dresacfi Ihiin 
thoy had before, cxpeuBea nuint iialiir.jlly 
bo iimallt'r. In future let " Vou Know" 
make butter reaearchos before he ruahoa 
into print, and be manly enough to sign his 
name instead of charging amateurs with 
what he don't know, and remember Ihia:

CHINA. 

London, Sept. 28. — Advioea from 
Hon;j;kong state that there ii a dispute 
botweon the Methodist and Catholic miH- 
sionaries in China aa to which denomina- 
tion is responsible fur the indiscretions 
that incited the recent wholesale massa- 
cre of Christians in tlw^province of Li 
Ohuen, The Catholic 'Wihop of Chun- 
king attributed the outbreak in that city 
to tho indiscreet conduct of the Blethod- 
ists, and the lat ler'duclaro that in Chun 
King the massacre of native Christians 
and the destruction of their churches and 
property is entirely due to the popular in- 
dignation aroused by the Oatholio bishop, 
who, the Methodists say, persistently 
uaed yellow tiles in the construction of 
his cathedral in spile of repeated warn- 
ings that it was daiii^oroua to do so, be- 
cause it outraged the nativo faith by mak- 
ing common use of a uulor venerated us 
iBored and reserved exclusively for the 
use of the emperor. 

IRELAND. 

DrBLiN', Sept. 28. — Mr. Timothy Har- 
rington announced at the fortnightly 
meeting of the Irish national league to- 
day that since tho laat meeting $15,000 in 
donations had been received by him as 
treasurer. He added, that the enormous 
increase in evictions throughout Ireland 
Miuat nriw be expected, and said tho 
league would devote all thu donations re- 
ceived to the work of relieving the per- 
sons evicted, 

John Dillon said that peace in Ireland 
now depends on the action of the land- 
lorda. Two thousand families are under 
notice of eviction; winter ia coming, and 
it is already imperative that the Irish 
people .should combine to help one 
another and resist within the law the at- 
tempted tyranny of the landlords, final 
victory being certain if this resistance 
was maintained. Dillon said, in con- 
cluding, that the tenants would accept 
tho Aahbourn act as a sop, but would re- 
sist coercion . 

Joseph E. Kenny, M. P., for Cork, 
said the tenants would fight with their 
baoks to the wall against threatened 
evictions. 

Mr. Harrington appealed to branchci 
of tho league to subscribe liberally to the 
fund for tho evicted tenants. 

Mr. Dillon declared tho comtniasion (>f 
inquiry was a fraud and imposture, and 
that nobody would believe in its honesty 
and impartiality. If the eviction of 
tenants continued tenants must touch 
landlords upon thuir moat tender points — 
their pockets,

Nsw York, Sept. 2S. — Hon. Thomas 
Power O'Connor cables from London to 

tho Times: The desperate efforts of Brit- 
ish diplomacy t > undo Ruasia'a success in 
Bulgaria aro of no avail. The Duke of 
Edinburgh sees that c-iurtesies shown him 
by the sultan mean nothing. The Turk- 
ish iiionurob haa displayed no disposition 
to take lidvaiitage seriously of the duke's 
visit to bring about closer relations be- 
tvvoun l'Jiij.;iand and Turkey. Hia policy 
is at any coat to avert war, by an undor- 
: t widiiig with Russia. Russian intluence 
therefore ia predominant, in apite of 
everything the English cabinet can do. 
The aultan, however, holds England to 
her oiigagoinent to defend tho Turkish 
empire, and is tirm in resisting perman- 
ent liiitiHb occupation of Egypt. On 
these pnii ta negotiations are still going 
on between the foreign departmonta of 
the two couiit'-iea. The aultan ia be- 
li(>v;:d to ^e acting chiefly ou lluaaian ad- 
vice iu Egyptian matters. English in- 
fluence iu Turkey lias never been at so 
low an ebb. 

The (dd faahioned jingoes have count- 
ed on a revival of the ancient friendship 
between Kii^land and Turkey. They are 
1 udely undeceived by a t-jlegrani in tlie 
Standard afhriniug that the czar is in full 
and uiuUaputed possession of the aultm's 
coiiHdence. As far as political intlu- 
ence goes, England, the correspondent 
adds, has not a single adherent among 
the sultan's entourage. Russia has bought 
them all. 

yrouuh agit.ition against English ocou- 
pation of Egypt, rociiiilly renewed, need 
not be taken too seriously. The French 
have never recovered from the mortiSca- 
tion of their mistake of refusing to help 
En{»land when naked to co operate in res- 
toriin^ order on ibo Nile; but bayoiid 
grumbling they will nut do anything.

Meeting yoalordny a friend in town 
lately from Motlokahtlii ive eacjuirod after 
Mr. S. P. Tuck, who ia at proaoiit sur- 
veying there in the interests of the gov- 
ornmont. "Oh^" replied our friend, 
laughing, "it is the funniest thing you can 
imagine to witness tho pautotniiue that 
goes on up tliuro." Mr. Tuck and his 
staQ'are uumped on an island not far from 
the starting point of survey, Every 
morning ho was to be seen starting out 
from the ialaud to survey the disputed 
land; and as soon as he is well under way, 
about thirty Siwashes in canoes would 
follow him across to hia at irting point. 
When ho would got over, liejwould sot up 
hia transit to gut a bench mark, an In- 
dian would come along, knock it aside, 
throwing the stake as far as he possibly 
could. Mr. Tuck would then get tho 
Indiana all in a line, and, getting out a 
note-book, would take all their naiuoa, 
which they would give, willingly 
subniittiug to the ordeal, iiut aa soon 
as he had tiniahed t!iu Indians would 
standlMr.Tuck aud hia uaaiatants iu a line 
and make them undergo a eiiniiar proceaa, 
one of them ti >pping before each and 
aaylng "Mika namel" and pretending to 
mark it down on a piece of paper. The 
surveyors would experience no other iii- 
toifereiicj, but kuuwiui^ that uevoi theleas 
they would not bo sull'orod to proceed with 
the work, IVlr. Tuck would resignedly 
marshal his forces and re-embark for Ins 
camp with an escort of canoes following 
Bome distance in the rear. The day tiiu 
steamer Boscowiiz left, the Indians had 
started in boycoltiiig hiin by proveuting 
him from getl'ug wooil or w.^ter in ttieir 
immediate vicinity. Tho trouble is all 
about the two-aora business, the Indians 
having made up their minds not to let 
the survey go on unless the government 
give up the two acres which they olniin 
was previously granted to the Church of 
England Alisaieii aociiiy. " 

"The bishop of Mol lukahtla whb out ou 
the road latuly, when he was attacked by 
eix Indians, they thinking he was an or- 
dinary mortal; but to their intinlte sur- 
prise, tho prelate led off with his left, fol- 
lowed It up with a postman's knock with 
his right, ducked and butted the breath 
out of another, hit another below the bolt 
in the breadbaakot, mid dancing around 
them, like a will-o'-the-wiap, knocked 
them all out in no time. At the ond ( f 
this the tirat and last round, tlie worthy 
bishop was freahnr than ever." 

"RBturning to Mr. Tuck. When Mr. 
Hughes, the Indian agent, was leaving 
by the Bosoowitz, he wna oiK(uired for by 
Mr. Tuck. Wlion inforuisd tliat ho was 
going to Victoria he repeated, three times, 
'Going 1 1 Victoria?' 'Going to Victoria IV 
'Going to Victoria 1? ? ' Why, what 
am / to do / These savagoa will nculp mo 
before he cornea back!' Mr. T. tiiially 
accepted tho inevitable, uiid pulled 
lahoro from the steamer ^villl u look of ' 
ri signation ou his face aud a supply of 
fresh beet in the boat. Before leaving 
he expressed the determination to con- 
tinue to make that survey as long as the 
instrument lasted."
